Unable to Speak as Death Approached, 


Noted Old Diplomat and Journalist 


Lay Sm iling at Those About Him, 


Fully Aware That the Final Visita­ 


tion W a s at Hand— Record of Long 


and Useful Life. 


New York, Dec. 20.—At his home in 
Gramercy Park, John Bigelow, the cel­ 
ebrated American author, journalist 
and diplomat, lies dead. 
Three days 
ago Mr. Bigelow suffered a return ot 
an ailment incident to advanced age, 
which laid him low last June at his 
summer home in Highland Falls. 
For 
more than two days he suffered intense 
{min, but eight or ten hours before 
death there came a partial paralysis 
of the senses, and for several hours he 
lay smiling at those about bim, but 
unable to speak. 
“He had been facing 
death for several days, and he realized 
it,” said his Bon, Major John Bigelow, 
jr. 
At the bedside were two of his 
four 
children—Major 
Bigelow 
and 
Miss Grace Bigelow—and his grand­ 
daughter, Miss Charlotte Harding. 
Three generations of Americans are 
spanned by the life of John Bigelow. 
But eight years the junior of Abraham 
Lincoln and W illiam E. Gladstone, he 
was fated to see these men and other 
statesm en whom he had known pass 
from the world’s stage, and of all the 
contemporaries of his long career in 
the law, journalism and public service 
he alone was left. 
In no other citizen 
was the past of New York linked 
so conspicuously with the present 
Though he was born in the upper part 
of the state, this city had been his 
home since 1835, when its built-up 
parts ended at Houston street and the 
Astor House, and the present Trinity 
church had not been b uilt 
As a pub­ 
lic citizen he took part in many events 
that marked its growth from that day 
to the present. 
Mr. Bigelow came of old English 
stock, his forebears having emigrated 
in 1642 and settled in Watertown, 
Mass. 
The son of his emigrant an­ 
cestor 
received a grant of land iii 
Rhode Island in recognition of his 
services in King Philip’s war. 
His 
father, Asa Bigelow, practically estab­ 
lished the village of Malden, Ulster 
county, in 1807. It was here that John 
Bigelow was born, Nov. 25, 1817. 
In 
celebration of his ninety-third birthday 
Mr. Bigelow presented to that village 
a memorial building designed to be­ 
come a museum for relics connected 
with the early history of the Hudson 
valley. 
G raduated from Union ©allege in 
I SSS, Mr. Bigelow- first studied law- at 
Hudson, bitt the sam e year removed 
to this city, w here for seventy-seven 
years he was to make his home. 
Sifcn- 
ultaneuosly with taking Bp the law he 
began to w rite for th e 'new spapers, 
and his articles on constitutional re­ 
form cam e in for much attention and 
were largely circulated. 
H is support 
of V anBuren’s candidacy in his w rit­ 
ings brought him to th© notice of W il­ 
liam Cullen B ryant, who invited him 
to share in the proprietorship Of th© 
Evening Post. 
Ile becam e part owner 
and m anaging editor of th e paper, con­ 
tinuing until the tim e of P arke God­ 
win.' 
Mr. Bigelow’s diplom atic career be­ 
gan With his appointm ent as consul at 
Paris by President Lincoln. 
In 1865, 
on the death of WL L. Dayton, he was 
advanced to envoy extraordinary and 
m inister plenipotentiary at the court 
of Napoleon III. 
The intrigues of the 
French em peror with the com m ission­ 
ers of the confederacy m ade Mr. Big­ 
elow’s post a hard one. It was he who 
discovered and frustrated the attem pt 
of the French governm ent to supply 
the C onfederate states with four iron­ 
clad w arships. 
In A ngust, 1865, Mr. 
Bigelow w rote to Secretary of S tate 
Seward from Dieppe in reference to 
tho 
relations 
betw een 
the 
United 
States and France as affected by the 
French operations in Mexico, laying 
before Mr. Sew ard the m atter as he 
saw it and draw ing from the latter 
th a t rem arkable state paper which 
practically resulted in the destruction 
of the em peror’s hopes for an em pire 
in Mexico. 
It was Mr. Bigelow* who 
on Feb. 12, 1866, presented to the 
fre n c h governm ent the note which de- 
inanded the w ithdraw al of N apoleon’© 
troops from Mexico, to which France 
was forced to accede and which result­ 
ed in the abandonm ent of the ill-fated 
Maximillian. 
All his life Mr. Bigelow was a Demo­ 
crat, but his period of great activity 
In politics ended with the death of his 
friend, Mr. Tilden. 
Mr. Bigelow’s last appearance In 
public was at the dedication of the 
public library on May 24 last, when 
he delivered a speech. 
His wife was 
Jane J unis Poultney, who died nearly 
thirty years ago, and beside whose 
body in the cemetery at Highland 
Falls he will be buried.

Indianapolis, Dec. 20.—In his ad­ 
dress to the delegates in session here 
Joshua Strange of Marion, president 
of the farmers’ state congress, de­ 
clared that if the farmers of Indiana 
had an opportunity to put the saloons 
in the state out of business entirely, 
they would do It willingly and quickly. 
“And they would do it so effectively 
that it wouldn’t have to be done over 
again at the end of two years, and then 
again two years later, and so on,” he 
declared. 
“They would do it so they 
would not have to stand the expense 
of an election every two years to as­ 
certain whether saloons should be per­ 
mitted in any certain territory.” 
Mr. Strange declared the liquor in­ 
terests were the worst political bosses 
in the world, and that they will soon 
own, “body and breeches," the politi­ 
cian who has anything to do with 
them. The farmers would not tolerate 
the saloons in the communities iii 
which they live, he said, yet were com­ 
pelled to have them in the cities and 
towns where they sent their children 
to be educated. 
“The saloon question will be up in 
the next election,” he said, “and then 
is the time to settle it once and for 
all. 
The farmers can do it, and will 
do it if they get an opportunity.”

term ination. 
It was the joint resolu­ 
tion reported by the senate com m ittee 
on foreign relations, the substitute for 
the offensive Sulzer resolution, that 
the senate adopted w ithout a dissent­ 
ing vote. 
Seventy-two senators voted. 
Senator Culberson of Texas, in the 
course of the six-hour debate th at pre­ 
ceded the vote on the resolution, sta rt­ 
led the senate by charging th a t cer­ 
tain A m erican com m ercial 
interests 
had been “ injected” into the discussion 
of the trea ty question by the senate 
com m ittee on foreign relations in an 
effort to secure a modification of the 
language used in term inating the tre a ­ 
ty. 
Senator Culberson was irritated 
because the foreign relations com m it­ 
tee had failed to act on his resolution 
on the subject, which had been pend­ 
ing for about a year. 
The Texas senator declared th at the 
fact had come out before the foreign 
relations com m ittee th at the Singer 
M anufacturing com pany, the Interna­ 
tional H arvester com pany, J. P. Mor­ 
gan & C o/s banking interests and John 
Hays Hammond had investm ents in 
Russia and th at the com m ittee was 
altogether too considerate of these in­ 
terest* in dealing with the situation. 
He charged that, John Hays Hammond 
had been “hobnobbing with royalty” 
and thr.f ho was negotiating for a con­ 
cession in R ussia by which he was to 
irrigate a vast tract of land in Russian 
T urkestan a t an expenditure of $300,- 
0 0 0.1)0 0, “to grow cotton in com peti­ 
tion w ith th e south.” 
Mr. Culberson 
dem anded that the resolution should 
use vigorous language and set forth 
the reasons for term inating the treaty, 
“W e ought to have the ©mirage of 
our convictions,” said Mr. Culberson. 
“W e ought to say what we mean, so 
th at fu tu re generations m ay know why 
we term inated the treaty. T here have 
been suggestions in the new spapers 
th at this action m i^ht lead to w ar with 
Russia, or that 
Japan 
and 
Russia 
m ight combine arid take the Philip­ 
pines aw ay from the U nited States. 
W e gained possession of the Philip­ 
pines under conditions th a t w ere not 
entirely creditable, and I ask this sen­ 
ate, Shall w e Continue to hold them 
at the price of national honor?” 
The debate showed th a t m any of 
the senators w ere in favor of abrogat­ 
ing the treaty as such on the ground 
of its being obsolete as much as on 
the ground of violations by Russia.

Government Aid for Cattle;- 
Why Not a Little for Humans? 


The federal government, which is 
able to support a twenty-million-dol­ 
lar Department of Agriculture and to 
issue Farmers’ Bulletins in editions 
of millions, is entirely too poor to is ­ 
sue the valuable public health bulle­ 
tins of the Public Health Service in 
editions of more than a few thous­ 
ands, says a Medical Journal. 
That 
it cannot 
afford a 
department 
of 
health goes without saying. 
The na­ 
tional government cannot afford to 
give to the health of its citizens the 
attention that it gives to live stock. 
Most of us cannot help feeling more 
interest in the health and welfare of 
human beings than in that of cattle 
and hogs. 
This, we admit, 
is 
un- 
statesmanlike. 
Yet, after all, is not 
a human being— even a child— worth 
something? 
Not so much as an Al­ 
derney cow, of course, but still some­ 
thing— enough to justify the expen­ 
diture of a few cents to save the life 
of the child where dollars are spent 
to save the life of the cow? 
It is 
our possibly misguided belief, says 
The Journal of the American M edical 
A ssociation that it is worth at least 
this much j 
and this must 
be 
our 
apology for offering a plan for utiliz­ 
ing some of the Agricultural D epart­ 
ment publication in the prevention of 
disease among human beings. 
We 
'hasten to add that the added expense 
for paper and typesetting would be 
infinitesimal; 
we do not believe that 
the interests of the lite stock will be 
jeopardized. 
We have before us a Farmers’ Bul­ 
letin on tuberculosis in farm animals, 
which begins with a section on the 
Nature of the Disease.” 
We read 
“Tuberculosis is contagious * * 
* 
it may not attract much notice from 
the owner of the cattle, as the dis­ 
ease is glow to develop and a cow 
may be affected 
* 
* 
* for several 
months.” etc. 
Our suggestion would 
be to insert (in brackets, so that at­ 
tention would not be too seriously 
diverted from the cattie) the words 
father or mother of the children*’ 
after “owner o f cattle,” 
and 
the 
word “child” after “cow.” 
We have 
no suggestions to offer 
as to 
the 
chapter on “Importance;” the prob­ 
lem 
is 
clearly 
stated: 
The 
im­ 
portance 
of 
the 
disease 
must 
be estimated 
from 
two points 
of 
view; 
first, the loss it entails on 
the eattleowner and second, the dan­ 


ger

to human beings,”

chapter on 
“Symptom^** 
is 


fairly satisfactory; 
a careful peru­ 
s a l of this chapter might enable a 
t mother to suspect that her child was 
(not suffering fro ^ a 
common bad 
cough*’ (just as it helps the cat tie- 
owner to see that something unusual 
is wrong with is cow) and that it 
was time io consult a physician, We 
j must admit that the section “P ost- 
Mortem Appearance” might not be of 
directly practical value; still its per­ 
usal might possibly convince a per­ 
son with leanings toward Eddyism 
that it would be a little hard to will

“tuberculosis 
lumbs.”

chapter on “The Tubercle Bacillus”

“The germ s 
get into the milk, and hogs and calves 
(little boys and girls) are very read­ 
ily infected by it.” 
The chapter on 
“How a Herd (Fam ily) is infected” 
J 
excellent, as is also the chapter on 
' “S a n ita tio n ” In the latter, for ex­ 
ample, we would read that “dark, 
dirty, crowded stables (houses) are 
favorable to tuberculosis; clean, airy, 
well-lighted stables (houses are un­ 
favorable to the development of the 
disease.” “Stables (houses) 
should 
have plenty of air space for each an­ 
imal (whether of monetary value or 
only 
m an),” etc. 
But 
the 
advice 
about sanitary homes (for cattle) is 
so excellent that we might safely ad­ 
vise the people to build such stables 
and then occupy them themselves. 
But after all! 
Might we not hope 
that in the course of time it would be 
possible for the United States <rov- 
eminent occasionally to discuss (he 
man first!

Th ey Certainly Got an Earful When 


Wilkerson Made Opening Speech. 


Chicago, Dec. 20.—A jury has been 
selected In the trial of the beef pack­ 
ers after two weeks of arduous work, 
and in his opening speech District 
Attorney Wilkerson laid bare the al­ 
leged iniquities of the “beef trust.” 
He disclosed to the world for the first 
time the evidence th at the govern­ 
ment after years of research, after 
the most exhaustive inquiry and after 
the expenditure of hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars, has secured against 
the packers. 
The alleged combination o'f the Chi­ 
cago 
packers, 
Mr. 
Wilkerson 
said, 
from a crude beginning had “become 
the most complete and system atic en­ 
gine for the suppression of competi­ 
tive commerce known to the industrial 
world.” 
In referring to the organization of 
the National 
Packing com pany 
he 
said: 
“TI 
- (the packers in the al­ 
leged com bination) -became tired of 
resort!n° 
the methods used by com­ 
mon crin-’n cis and set about to devise 
a plan which, while it would be more 
effective In Its results, would at least 
have the appearance of some slight 
attem pt to com ply with the law.” 
The district attorney said further: 
“Evidence will show that no other con­ 
clusion can be reached than that the 
National Packing company was used 
for the purpose of continuing the op­ 
erations of the old pool and for that 
alone.” 
Mr. Wilkerson traced the organiza­ 
tion of the alleged “beef tru st” from 
1894 down to the present time. 
He 
gave the names of the parties to the 
original agreem ent alleged to have 
been made by the packing house in­ 
terests; he told how the territory of 
each packer, according to the orig­ 
inal agreem ent, was said to have been 
divided: he told of the allotted per­ 
centages of business for each territory 
and for each firm and named the per­ 
centages in figures; he told of the 
alleged system of heavy fines for over­ 
stepping ihe allotments by the differ­ 
ent packing town firms. 
Then the district attorney told of 
the weekly meetings that the packers 
are said to have held for many years 
in the offices of the Veeders, their a t­ 
torneys. 
He called these meetings 
“persistent, flagrant and defiant vio­ 
lations of the law.” 
For the first time since the opening 
day of the trial all of the defendants 
were in court, and from now on until 
the end of the trial they must appear 
at every session of court. 
J. Ogden 
Armour. Edward Tilden, Arthur Meek­ 
er and Francis A. Fowler came into 
ceourt together and the other defend­ 
ants strolled In singly. 
Mr. Armour 
sat at the extrem e south of “packers’ 
row” and Mr. Fowler sat at the north 
end. 
Mr. Armour listened intently to 
the opening address of Mr. Wilkerson, 
while Mr. Meeker and Mr. Tilden oc­ 
c a sio n ally nudged each other and whis­ 
pered back and forth as Mr. W ilkerson 
read tho story of statistics, whose to­ 
tals footed up in an incredible num ber 
of millions.
